<).v a recent visit to Adelaide (April, HKI2), Briyadier W. II. Evans ami tin* 
writer wm 1 yr,anted facilities lo study tin* Lower Collection of I lespcriidae, 
which had been purchased by the Son 11 1 Australian Muse mil. In this examination 
we were ably assisted by Mr. N. It. (’indale, of the Museum. As a number of 
doubtful points arose, it seemed desirable that they should he recorded before 
Ccneral Evans leaves Australia, so that he miylit eoneur in them; Mr. Timlale 
has also seen this paper before publication. 

As the Woutli Ausiraliau Museum authorilies have purchased the collection 
of the late Dr. T. I*. Lucas, of Brisbane, which eonlains several types of linseti- 
stoek and Miskin, and have had in their possession for many years types of 
species described by Tcpper and bluest, these also are included. 

To make this review inure comprehensive. some of the types of 1 his family 
in the other Australian Museums are treated as well. 


The late Mr. O. lb Lower was lln* firsf Australian eiitnmoloyist In study 
in detail this interestiny family, and all his papers on it have been published in 
tin* / i‘u)isnrl/a}) s' o( Ihc IujjhiI Scci< t tj nf tfoiith A us! nil in. The first paper ap¬ 
peared in T.HJ2. \.\vi. Iiy Mevriek and Lower (quoted M. and L., 11)021, and as 
stated on paye Bl), Mevriek drew up the ycnerie ehuracters and idenlilied the 
species, whilst Lower was responsible for the descriptions. 

Lower in the same Tni ii.otcl ions for DOT and IDOH (quoted Low., 1007, and 
Low ., 1 DOS) described further species, and in 1D11 (quoted Low.. 11)11 ) published 
lis final revision. Duriuy (lie time Lower was preparing this last revision I was 
in constant correspondence with him, and lent him numbers of .specimens; i 
have still the correspondence in my possession, and it has been very useful in 
eliieidatiny several donbtlul points. I’liis correspondence will lie deposited in 
I he Australian Museum, Nyduev. for future reference. 


Lower, early in IDOb. wrote say iny In* would yive the type localities, but in 
mosi eases he tailed lo do so. and 1 have, aided by my two friends, endeavoured 
in rectify Ibis. All .specimens marked as types by Lower have been earefulL 
cheeked with his descriptions, and where no specimen was marked as type om* 
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lias been nominated as such, care being taken to see dial it was one of the original 
series and dial it agreed with the description. 

In 1014 The Hulh'vflh's of Australia, by Waterhouse and Lyell, was pub¬ 
lished ((pmled W. and L., 1014), when several changes were made in the classi¬ 
fication, smile new species described, and all the then known species figured. 
Alinosl all the specimens used to illustrate this work are now in die Australian 
.Museum, Sydney. 

The above works will be those Unit are chiefly pooled, and the species will lie 
listed under the names given in Lower 's revision of 1911.

Topper’s holotype male is from Ardrossan, South Australia, and is now in 
very poor condition. This species must he very rare in South Australia, as Lower 
only had one male from Port Lincoln and one male from Stonyl'ell, and I have 
another male from die latter locality, given me by Lower. Two specimens only 
are known from Victoria, both caught at < bistlemaine in February. Other speci¬ 
mens are known from New South Wales and South Queensland. Lower’s record 
of Duariuga in 1902 (M. and L„ p, 91 ), but omitted iu 1911 (Low., p. 1117) is no 
doubt correct, as there was an undoubted specimen wiih a Duariuga label in bis 
collection amongst his specimens of 77 prtaHa. The Hobart localily refers to tin* 
race pitmens W. and L., I.e,, 1914. p, 177, fig. bbl, 749.

Deneval Evans writes from London that lie lias examined Tlewitsou’s type 
ol ripimu 1 in the British Museum. It was the only specimen there, and is a male 
labelled “Australia. On comparing it vvilh specimens from Mouth Australia 
[pranlis Topper) and Victoria (</)'). sv’O Waterhouse, Proe. Linn. Soe. N.S. 
Wales, 1982, p. 220), which lie had taken to London, he finds that the lype is 
smaller (25 mm. against 28-80 mm.), with wings rather more poinled, on fore- 
wing no spots in la, 4, and 5, only the eel] spot, diseals in 2 and 8. and lliree sub 
apieal dots. The hind wing below is more greenish-ne.hreous, as in prixcii, but I he 
diseal hand is darkened, appearing as composed of darkish brown contiguous 
spots; the basal markings tend to he similar, he,, dark and macular. It must be 
regarded as a separate race from sonic other, perhaps intermediate, locality, and 
if anything nearer f/rhea. 
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llewitson described ilie* underside of njnonr us “nil ! ous-l»'<nvn with several 
while spots separated by a blind of black spots. I'lie figure is ol ibe underside, 
and is not very satisfactory. The type locality of ci/iioue for Ibe present is 
unknown, and there will lie two races, graahs and griant.

“Types in (Mil. Lower. 1 ’ In November. 1910, Lower lent me three specimens, 
and his letter reads “1 male. 1 female njclos)>)ht. 1 male do.. Alelbourne. Tin 
Alelhourne specimen is undated, and the fort Lincoln specimens are dated 
October. The Port Lincoln male bore his type male label, bid it does not agree 
with the 1902 description, in that it lacks ihe uppermost silver spot on the hind 
wing beneath, which is found in his Alelbourne male and also rarely in other 
Victorian specimens. 

Although there is no donld in m.\ mind llml the type locality of Port Lin¬ 
coln was intruded, General Leans, Air. Tindale. and I decided to remove Ihe typ" 
label Irom bis Port Lincoln male and place il upon his Melbourne male, as that 
was Ihe only specimen in the collection llial agreed with the description. Thu 
Iritrns/jilii Waterhouse sink's as a direct synonym and the type locality of e.i/e/o- 
siilhi will he near Melbourne.

Aleyriek and Tower’s description of alni/bn (1902. p. 71) applies (o the rare 
from Western Australia, as amongst other diameters the stiyina is staled to he 
stroii"'and hlaekish. In typical ulnilba it is narrow and very difficult to see.
